1. No itinerant vtndoi, hawker, pedlar, supplier or other per.-on shall use or 
occupy any street or public place for the sale of articles, or the exercise of any 
calling or the setting up of any booth or stall within the limits of the. Canton- 
ment, without obtaining the written permission of the Executive Officer, and 
without payment of the fees prescribed in bye-law 3. 


Provided that: — 


(a) There shall be left in the street or public place a clear space of sufficient 

width to allow the passage of vehicles and men; and 

(b) the maximum width of the land allowed to be occupied shall not exceed 

3 feet on the main roads and 2 feet near the. cross roads. 


2. The written permission granted to any person under byc-law I shall specify 
the part of the Cantonment which such person may use or occupy for the. sale of 
articles or the exercise of his colling, or setting up of a booth or stall. 


3. The. following fees shall be charged for the uses or occupation of any portion 
of a street or public place for which permission has been granted under bye-law

4. If the Executive Officer is satisfied that any booth or stall set up or any 
vendor, hawker, pedlar, supplier or other person permitted under the provision 
of bye-law 1, is an undesirable one, the owner or occupier, thereof, or the person 
concerned may, by written notice, be required to remove such booth or stall or 
himself, as the case may be, within such time as may be specified in such notice* 

5. All person to whom permission has been granted under bye-law I shall, to 
the satisfaction of the Executive Officer, keep their premises In a clean and 
sanitary condition and shall carry out all instructions given by the said Officer as 
regards cleanliness and sanitation. 


6. The permission to be granted under bye-law I. shall be in the form of permit 
In Form A appended hereto, and shall be valid for the period therein specified. 

7. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall, on conviction by a magistrate, be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and, in the case 
of a continuing breach, with an additional fine which may extend to twenty rupees 
for every day during which such breach continues after conviction for the first 
such breach.

Permit to use/occupy a site in the Morar Cantonment 

Permission is hereby granted to son of

that mentioned in the permit 

(6) Only structures of a temporary nature shall, if sanctioned, be erected 

on the site and they shall, in every respect be In accordance with 
such direction as may be issued by proper authority. 
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(7) On the cancellation of this permit either In pursuance of a notice under 
clause 3 or on the expiry of the period thereof the Cantonment Board 
shall not be liable to pay any compensation -whatsoever to the grantee.
